GUERRILLA GARZA. 


The Mexican Revoluticonist and His Fol- 
lowers Located 


Sas AwTonr0o, Tex., Dec. . —4A dispatch 
received hereto-day from Capt. Wheeler, 
commanding the United States troops at Ft. 
Ringgold and dated to-day, says: 

**] received at noon to-day by courier from 
Capt. Bourke at Salinena, seventy-ceight 
miles above here, a message as follows: 
‘News has been received from Sheriff Hays at 
Carizo Springs that Garza has congregated a 
band 20 strong twelve miles north of Topena. 
He is reported ag being desperate and 
will fight. We have Hardie with 
men; Brooks of the State Rangers, with 1s 
men; Beach will join us with a troop of 
men at Pinero, and ve may get word toG 
troop of @ men, who are at Cariza.’ Upon 
receipt of this intelligence I sent Langhorne 
with @ men, who are now en route to 
untte with other forces and report to Capt. 
Bourke.’* 

The troops of cavairy stationed here are all 
being held in readiness to proceed whenever 
ordered forward by the war authorities at 
Washington, and orders are expected for 
their forward movement. It is expected that 
cavalry from other departments are to be 
sent here shortly also.

EGAN’S ELEPHANTS. 


The Chilian Refugees Prove to Be Un- 
{profitable Boarders. 


LIVING IN GRAND STYLE AT THE 
AMERICAN MINISTER'S EXPENSE. } 


What May Become of These Unbidden 
Guests in the Event of War—President 
Harrison Will Submit Some Interest- 
img Correspondence to Oongress — 
Montt’s Troubles in Making a Cabinet. 


WasaincTos, D. C., Dec. . — The fact was 
developed at yesterday “cabinet meeting 
that the refugees at the American Legation 
in Santiago are proving a source of embar- 
rassment to the Administration. in the 
event of hostilities between the United States 
and Chili tt would of course be impossible for 
this government to afford any further pro- 
tection. International law furnishes no pre- 
cedent for safe conduct being granted under 
such circumstances. In the event of war 
Mr. Egan would be given his passports and 
permitted toleave the country in safety, but 
not so the refugees. Mr. Kgan cannot carry 
them with dim, and it would be little less 
than barbarous to turn them loose upon the 
streets of Santiago. It seems, too, that the 
refugees, aside from the international 
phase of the question, are proving 
themselves a white elephant on Mr. 
Egan's hands. They insist upon being enter- 
tained in the most hospitable fashion, and 
they seem to feel that their right to the best 
which the legation affords is unquestioned. 
It is rather a grotesque feature of the affair 
that Mr. Egan, who neither drinks wine nor 
uses tobacco m any form, ts compelled to 
spend liberally of his incOme in providing 
these luxuries for his fugitive guests. It is 
quite probable that the Government will re- 
imburse him for additional expense thus in- 
curred, but this can only be done through 
Congressional enactment, and if Congress 
fails to appropriate the money Mr. Egan 
must stand the loss. 

From the discussion to-day it is evident 
that President Harrison has not abated his 
determination to secure satisfaction from 
Cam. The question of arbitration was mei- 
Gentally considered, but it is not incumbent 
upon this Government to take the initiative. 
if Chili proposes arbitration, as a cabinet 
OMcererpressed it to-day, it will be impos- 
sibie for us to deny it. 

It is stated to-day upon what seems to be 
good authority that President Harrison in- 
tends laying the matter before Congress 
some time next week. Congress will meet 
om Tuesday, anditis pro§able that the full 
text of all the correspondence will speedily 
foliow. The correspondence will de printed 
as an executive document and referred to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the two Houses. 
The purpose of this is to acquaint the public 
with ali that has taken place since the as- 
sault. wes first committed and to prepare 
Congress for any future communications. 

A gentleman who ts an admirer of Mr. Har- 
rue and has read the letters and telegrams 
that have passed between the State Depart- 
ment and Mr. Egan, the State Department 
and Minister Montt and Mr. Egan and the 
| Chili Foreign Office, says that it will make 
what he characterizes as ‘‘spicy reading.’’ 
He says: It will give the American people 
a better opinion of Mr. Eganthan they have 
thus far gained from fhe public prints. It will 
show that he has exhibited a discretion 
far beyond what was expected of him, that 
he was plucky and courageous when his com- 
munications with the Chilian Foreign Office 
demanded such a course and that he has 
proven himself, generally speaking, a clever 
and astute dipiomat.”’ 

As far as Minister Montt is concerned there 
bas been no troupie. He, too, has proven 
himself a discreet man, imbued with a spirit 
of calmness unusual in the people of his race. 
In bis unofficial conversation with Mr. 
Blaine he has not hesitated to refore to the 
murder of our sailors as deplor ale, and 
| in other ways toexpress regret at the unfor- 

tumate occurrence. These utterances of Min- 
ister Montt are the more gratifying to the 

administration in view of the fact that thus 
| far pot a single expression of regret at the 
murder of the sailors has reached us from 
| Santiago. Senor Montt is counseling patience 

on the part ot our government. He is hope- 
/ ful that an amicable adjustment of the exist- 
| ing difficulty may yet be reached.

MOST COMPLETE TU UP IN THE HISTORY 
OF LABOR TROUBLES 


Causes That Led to the Difficulty—Gen- 
eral Manager Sands Lisabie to Arrest 
for Obstructing the Mails—Receiver 
Yoakum Interviewed—Both Sides of 
the Case Presented—Labor News. 


SAN AnwTORNIO, Tex., Dec. 0).—The strike on 
the Aransas Pass‘ road continues, not a 
wheel is turning, and at present no one is 
bold enough to say when the end will come. 
Both employers and employed refuse to yield 


ever. A press correspondent had an inter- 
view to-day with Assistant United States At- 
torney Henry Terrell, who said: 

»The contract with the Aransas Pass Rau- 
way Co. by the United States ig to the effect 
that the malls shall de borne by regular 
fast trains, but the law and the contract 
doesn’t say how many cars shall compose a 
train. It must be a regular train, run on 
schedule railway mail train time, and if op- 
eratives offered to take out such a train they 
‘have not been gufity of any offense.”’

Judge Macon’s Address to the Jury in the 
Gravee Trial.

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BROADHEAD FLOUNDERING. 


In replying to Senator SPARKS’ criticism 
of Col. BROADHEAD’S advice to the Gover- 
nor, the writer of that advice insists chat 
there is no vigor in the constitutional pro- 
vision forbidding the Governor to exercise 
any power properly belonging to the Leg- 
islature; that the courts have held it com- 
petent for the Legislature to delegate some 
part of its discretion and some of its recog- 
nized functions to the Governor in spite of 
the Constitution. 

But even if we concede this to the extent 
claimed, how will Col. BROADHEAD show 
a valid delegation of power to the Governor 
to impose on the State a manner of ap- 
pointing electors differing from that which 
the latest Legislature has prescribed? How 
could the Legislature of 1835 authorize the 
Governor to have electors appointed in 1882 
from seventeen districts laid off by him, 
when a later statute re-enacted: in 1889 di- 
rects that two of the electors shall be from 
the State at large and the rest from tke 
Congressional districts? 

The Legislature of 1835 could not dele- 
gate tothe Governor the power to nullify 
any act of the Legislature of 1889. The 
alleged delegation of power to the Gov- 
ernor to lay the State off into seventeen 
districts was plainly taken away again by 
the later statute. In any such irrecon- 
cilable conflict between two statutes, the 
old one is repealed by the new one in so far 
as their positive provisions conflict.

THE situation in Quebee is interesting 
to students of government. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor,a Tory, has dismissed 
the Liberal Cabinet without waiting for a 
parliamentary vote of censure. This is 
contrary to all precedent in countries 
where ‘‘responsible government’’ is in 
vogue, and there are grave doubts whether 
the Lieutenant-Governor has not got him- 
self into trouble. The threat of secession 
so openly and persistently made by the 
French inhabitants is not wholly idle. 
They have undergone a long process of 
education and have their eyes open. That 
they will make trouble in the near future 
is pretty certain; that they will succeed in 
getting what they want is extremely doubt- 
ful.

The matter seems now to rest 
with Chili, whose people are known to be 
not well disposed toward arbitration.

Bromn Was Shot as He 
Was Running

‘RESULT OF THY INQUEST. HELD IN THE 
: CASE TO-DAY. 


The Jury Decided to Leave It to the Dis- 
cretion.of the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Whether a Warrant Should 
Be Issued Against Valentine—The Wit- 


nesses All Agree— Police News. 


The Coraner held an inquest this morning 
on the death of Abe Brown, the saloonkeeper 
who was shot on Monday night by Isaac Val- 
entine. Valentine was walking along Sixth 
street about 50’clock in the afternoon and 
met Brown. The two men had words over an 
old difficulty and Valentine was knocked 


down by Brown. As soon as he could regain 


his feet Valentine Grew a pistol and fired five 
shots at his antagonist, one of them striking 
him inthe leg from behind and causing the 
wound from which he afterwards died. 

Brown wastaken immediately to the Dis- 
pensary and from thereto st. John’s Hos- 
pital where be died. Brown kept a 
saloon at No. 1811 Market street. Valentine 
went under the name of ‘‘Sheeney O’Brien,’’ 
he isa bartender by profession and lived at 
No. 1221 Pine street. 

A post-mortem was held yesterday and the 
doctors reported that death was caused by 
the gunshot wound in the leg. 

THE INQUEST. 

At the inquest John Dougherty, who saw 
the shooting, said that he was going down 
Sixth street when he saw Valentine, a 
woman and another man meet Brown. 
They stopped and had words, Brown 
knocked Valentine down and then turned 
toward the man with him. Then Valentine 
got up and drew his gun, Brown then turned 
and ran up the alley, and Valentine fired at 


him as he ran. 

Sergt. Cummins said he arrested Valentine, 
and when asked about the shcoting said that 
Brown and some of his friends were follow 
ing him, and on the evening of the shooting 
had come upon himand struck him in the 
face. He drew his pistol and shot at him, in- 
tending to cripple him in the leg. 

Annie Nolan, an inmate ofthe house 312 
South Sixth street in front of which the 
shooting occured said she saw Browncome up 
to Valentine and hit him and then run, Val- 
entine drew a pistoland s hot while Brown 
was running toward the alley. 

Herman Ficker said he was walking with 
Valentine and a lady when de ooked 
around and saw Brown strike Valentine and 
then the lady he was with drew him around 
the corner and he did not see the shooting. 

Herbert J. Kemp, living at 518 Spruce 
street, sald he was going along Sixth street 
and after having taken off his hat to Mr. 
Valentine, saw Brown strike Valentine and 
knock him down and then turned. Valen- 
tine regained his feet immediately and draw- 
ing his pistol fred. He saw only one shot 
fred and started to his home, and on his way 
back heard other shots. 

Some half a dozen more witnesses testified 
to substantially the some fact. All agreed 
that Valentine was chasing Brown and shoot- 
ing at him while he was running. Noone 
saw Brown witha weapon, but all saw Val- 
entine as he was shooting. 

The members of the police force testified 
that Valentine had come to them several 
days before the shooting and had told them 
that he was afraid of Abe Brown and wanted 
protection from him. He asked for a permit 
to carry a pistol and the police told him to 
protec: himself. 

VALENTINE’S TESTIMONY. 

Valentine testified that he was going down 
Sixth street with a young man and a lady 
when he felt someone strike him and knock 
him down. Then he saw Brown over him 
with what he thought was something in his 
hand. He drew his pistol and shot at him 
just as he rose up. He shot twice at Brown 
and then fired three shots in an opposite 
direction to frighten him. He aid not know 
that the prisoner had been hit until he was 
arrested. 

The jury in the Brown inquest brought in a 
verdict that Brown came to his death bya 
gunshot wound atthe hands of Isaac Vaien- 
tine. It now remains for the Prosecuting 
Attorney to decide whether he will issue a 
warrant charging Valentine with homicide or 
not. Mr. Dierkes will probably decide by to- 
morrow what to do.

CHIEF PEERS FORCED To SURRENDER 
THE COUNTERFEITING IMPLEMENTS, 


— 


Said to Have Been Found on Three Men 
“In the Push’-Ohiet Agent MeCul- 
loch’s Alleged Discoveries In Kansas 
City—One Way of Getting Even—The 
End Not Yet. 


Mr. W. J. Burns of the Unitea States Secret 
Service returned from Kansas City this 
morning with the counterfelting outnt 
which the Chief of Police of Kansas City re. 
fused for a long time to part with. Mr. J. F 
McCullough, the chief of the local Office of 
the Gevernment Secret Service here, was 
notified several months ago by a United 
States Deputy Marshal of Kansas City that 
Chief Peers was in possession of such an 
outfit and had refused to deliver it up 
to him. McCullough wrote to Peers 
calling attention to the law requiring the 
surrender of all counterfeit money and de. 
vices used in counterfeiting, to the proper 
authorities of the Federal Government but 
the Chief declineu to turn over the dies ‘and 
counterfeit. money in his possession. Then 
McCullough took a trip to Kansas City ana 
paid Chief Peers a visit. The latter Claimed 
that the law was not intended to apply to the 
office of a large city, and he 
thought he should be allowed 
to exhibit this particular counterfeiting out- 
fit in the rogues’ ery along with the im- 
plements taken from burglars and other 
criminals. McCuliugh replied that he had 
no alternative in the matter but to enfore 
the law as printed in biack and white with- 
out any special interpretation in favor of 
chiefs of police. Telling Peers that he would 
give him an opportunity to think over the 
matter, McCullough left him and returned to 
St. Louis. After waiting a couple of months 
without hearing from nim, McCullough again 
wrote to him, but Peers paid no attention to 
the letter, or at least did not re ly toit or 
send the coinsand dies. Then cCullough 
sent Mr. Burns after the outfit and tnis 
morning the gentleman returned with some 
thirty counterfeit silver coins, a couple of 
molds for making them and several dies for 
stamping bogus gold coins of the denomina- 
tions of $5 and $10, 

GETTING EVEN. 

Yesterday’s Kansas City Star ‘‘roasted’’ 
McCullough for requiring Chief Peers to sur- 
render the property, but Mack is used 
to *‘roasting’’ and doesn’t mind it, he says. 
Chief Peers reported to him that the dies and 
coins were taken from a counterfeiter several 
years ago and that he had been sent up the 
road. McCullough claims that Peers coulun't 
recoliect within a year or two when the man 
was Convicted or whether he had been given 
four or five years, but that after an effort he 
recalled his name and pointed out his picture 
in the Rogues’ Gallery. McCullough spent two 
or three hours that afternoon in hunting over

Kven 
Charles Marvin, who knew he hada phen- 
omenal youngster, did not anticipate such 
results. He gradually prepared the colt and 
gave the public conclusive proof that thejcolt 
was a race horse as a speedy trotter, the 
youngster taking a record of 2:21 in a race. 
Then it was evinent that Arion was not all 
out, but had considerable in reserve. The 
weather for the next two weeks was very 
favorable, and Arion was prepared for a 
trial against the watch.

He is 
by the immortal Electioneer, sire of 100 per- 
formers in 2:30 or better, out of Marion, by 
Nutwood. Nutwood was not only a «reat 
race-horse, having a record of 2:18%, but he 
is out of Miss Russell, the dam of Maud 8., 
ee Cora Belmont, 2:244%, and Russia, 2:28, 

sides Mambrino Russell, a sire of speed in 
the first and second generations. 

Marvin recently stated that Arion was the 
dest horse he ever pulled a line over. He 
was not only phenomenally fast, but was 
level-head ana — into the bargain. 
When the great colt was broken to harness 
Marvin said he thought his gait would be the 
pace rather thanatrot. He quickly squared 
away, though, and improved very rapidly. 

Many persons have been estimating Arion’s 
value, taking Axtell’s price as a standard. 
Axtell, whose record when a year older than 
Arion, Was 2:12 or a second and a quarter 
slower than the Palo Alto champion’s ata 
year younger, sold for 108,000. et Lath.- 
rop, Senator Stanford’s brother-in-law, and 
Joseph Cairn Simpson figure on this basis 
that Arion is worth $250,000. 

The Senator has refused all offers forthe 
colt, and he will be trained next year and 
driven toa faster record. That he will ultl- 
mately eclipse all records, barring accidents, 
nobody doubts.
